6. [| (088) and ————J met with Spencer 
Seresierd, couasel of the Hoase Committee on Science and Astrenautics, 
to discuss Congresamas Anfusa's request that the Agency submit te 
his Subcommittee a statement containing a comperisen of U. 5. and 
soviet space techoolegy for the purpose of assessing the Soviet lunik 
shot. It was determined from Mr. Sereeford that Anfuse dees not 
intead to develop the subject of space techuslogy generally in his 
Subcommittee hearings beginetug on 28 May, but desires a brief 
statesnent to which he might refer. The etatement would contain 
conclusions pertaining to Soviet missile tests and tracking guidance. 

pointed out the problems involved in cur providing a 
statement containieg comparisons and added that while we could 
provide a statement on Seviet capabllities in this areas we could act 
provide the comparison Anfunc requested. It was agreed that we would 
previde such a statement by 77 May in the hepe that it would ba 
acceptable to Ceagreseman Anfuse.
